GERMAN CANCER SPECIALIST 
WINS NOBEL PRIZE FOR 1931 


Dr. Otto H. Warburg Receives 
Award; Fourth of His Nation- 
ality to Be Honored.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Oct. 29.— 
The. Nobel prize in medicine for 
1931 was awarded today to Dr. Otto 
H. Warburg, German cancer spe- 
cialist, : 
l’our years ago Dr. Warburg won 
the Sofie A. Nordhoff-Jung $1000 
prize for cancer research. He was 
at that time director of biology at 
the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute. He 
also has been active in the affairs 
of Palestine and at one time headed 
the Palestine Commission. 
Last year’s Nobel prize was 
awarded to Dr. Karl Landsteiner, 
the American who is connected 
with the Rockefeller Institute. In 
30 years the prize has gone to a 
German four times. 


APPLE VENDERS EARNING 
ABOUT 75 CENTS A DAY 


Welfare Committee Urges Public 
to Patronize Them So They 
Can Support Families. 
Unemployed apple sellers, heads 
of destitute families, placed on the 
Streets Monday by a volunteer wel- 
fare committee, have been able to 
make only about 75 cents a day; 
the committee announced today. 
An appeal to buy more apples in 
order to enable the men to make a 
living wage for their families was 
made by the sommittee. 
Sales of 46 apple sellers, placed 
on principal corners Monday, aver- 
age less than a box a day per man, 
the committee said. Each box con- 
tains 100 apples, furnished to the 
sellers at cost, to be sold for 5 
cents each. 
When apple selling was instituted 
in St. Louis last fall the men aver- 
aged about $2.50 a day until well 
into the winter, sufficient to sup- 
ply their families with necessaries.

GIRL AND ESCORT 
WOUNDED I FIGHT 
WITH HOLDUP MEN 


Edmund Vorwald, 35, Seri- 
ously and Dorothy Hyten, 
16, Slightly Injured in 
Encounter. 


Edmund Vorwald, 35 years old, a 
reai estate dealer of Edwardsville, 
was shot in the left side of the 
chest and dangerously injured, and 
Miss Dorothy Hyten, 16 years old, 
also of Edwardsville, suffered a 
scalp wound in an attack on their 
car by armed men at 11:30 o’clock 


last night. 

Vorwald said the shooting oc- 
curred in an attempted holdup as 
he and Miss Hyten were returning 
to their homes after visiting Gran- 
ite City. The scene of the shooting 
was on a lonely stretch of oiled 
road being used as a detour off Il- 
linois Highway No. 4, between 
Mitchell and Edwardsville. 

E. J. Sheppard of Edwardsville, 
who was returning home by the 
same route, saw Miss Hyten 
standing in the road attempting to 
summon aid and Vorwald lying in 
a semi-conmscious condition near 
the automobile. Sheppard took 
them to St. Elizabeth's Hospital at 
Granite City. 

Fired, Then Was Shot. 
Vorwald said that his car, a 
Packard coupe, had been forced off 
the road by three men in a small 
car who drove alongside and threat- 
ened him with pistols, calling, 
“Pull over to the side and stick 
"em up!” 

“I tried to step on it, but. they 
caught up with me,” Vorwald re- 
lated. “All the time I was trying 
to get my hand on a .38-caliber re- 
volver I carried in the car. When 
I saw that I couldn’t outrun them, 
[ pulled into a shallow ditch and 
drew the revolver. They drew in 
just ahead of me. 

“They had already fired one 
shot as we were speeding, and two 
of them, holding handkerchiefs 
over their faces, came toward 
our car, cursing and shooting. -1 
fired three shots and they..re- 
turned the fire. Then I was struck 
and I don’t know what happened 
after that.” 

The girl was hysterical and un- 
able to give an account of the 
srooting. The bullet which struck 
Ler apparently had glanced from 
some other object. It grazed the 
scalp above her left eye. 

Vorwald was shot from the 
front, the bullet passing through 
the edge of the left lung and 
emerging at the back. 

Robbers Got Nothing. 

He is the son of Ferdinand A. 
Vorwald, a wealthy retired busi- 
ness man of Edwardsville, and 
lives at 128 St. Andrews avenue. 
Miss Hyten, a senior in the Ed- 
wardsville High School, is the 
daughter of G. L. Hyten, a con- 
tractor of 403 North Kansas 
street. 

The two families are close friends 
and Vorwald had taken the,girl 
to Granite City last night to visit 
his niece, Miss Lois Kaltenbach of 
2627 Delmar avenue. He left her 
at that address, went away on bus- 
iness and returned for her at 10:30 
o'clock.

_|)nia BIXBY, 
DIES AT HIS HOME 


Capitalist Succumbs to 
Heart Attack Two Months 
After the Death of His 
Wife. 


CELEBRATED GOLDEN 
WEDDING LAST JUNE 


Virtually Retired at 48— 
Funeral Services to Be 
Held Saturday at 2 P. M. 


William K. Bixby, capitalist, for- 
mer president of Washington Uni- 
versity corporation, noted collec- 
tor of books, manuscripts and art 
objects, died at 7:45 a. m. today of 
myocarditis, following a prolonged 
physical decline, at his home, 26 
Portland place, He was 74 years 
old. 

Mr. Bixby’s condition had been 
precarious for several days, and 
most of the members of his family 
were at the home when the fatal 
heart attack came. 
For more than two years Mr. 
Bixby had seldom left his home, 
and had received few visitors. Fail- 
ing sight made him unable to read, 
though he could see to play cards 
with members of the family. Mra. 
Bixby was his constant companion, 
here and at their summer home on 
Lake George, until her death from 
a heart attack, at the summer home 
Aug. 12. Two months before, Mr. 
and Mrs, Bixby had observed their 
golden wedding with a family gath- 
ering at the Portland place home, 
attended by their four sons and 
two daughters, with their wives, 
husbands and children. 
The sons and daughters are Wil- 
liam H., Harold M., Donald C. and 
Ralph F. Bixby, all of St. Louis, 
Mrs. Albert H. Jordan of Colo- 


vens of St. Louis. There are 19 
grandchildren. A sister, Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Samson, of New York, also 
survives Mr. Bixby. 
The funeral will be held at 2 p. 
m, Saturday at the residence, fol- 
lowed by private interment. 
The office, library and collection 
of the Missouri Historical Society, 
in the east wing of Jefferson 
Memorial, will be closed all day 
Saturday in honor of Mr. Bixby, 
who was president emeritus of the 
society. The Lindbergh trophies, 
in the west wing, will be on dis- 
play as usual. 
The City Art Museum will prob- 
ably also close for a time on that 
day. Mr. Bixby was the head of 
its governing board. 
Made Fortune Early and Virtually 
Retired at 48. 

HE business depression of 1873, 
T wnien caused Detroit banks to 

reduce their working forces, 
threw William K. Bixby, then a 
youth of 16, out of a job as clerk. 
He could find nothing to do in De- 
troit or in his home town of Adrian, 
Mich., so followed Horace Greeley’s 
advice, with a slight variation, and 
went southwest. In Texas he*got a 
$50-a-month job as baggageman on 
the International & Great Northern 
Railroad, at Palestine, and then 
took a run as a train baggageman 
at $60. 
But hard times followed him, 
and he was in one of the crews 
that were laid off when the I. & u. 
N. cut down its train service. In 
his baggage car work he had 
learned of a chance to substitute 
for railway mail clerks, and he fol- 
lowed this work for atime. He de- 
cided to seek a regular appoint- 
ment, and wrote to Chief Justice 
White of the United States Sn- 
preme Court, with whom his fami- 
ily had been acquainted, for help 
in landing the job. 
Justice White sent Bixby a 
formal note cof indorsement, and 
accompanied it with a letter. The, 
letter advised him not to go into 
the mail service if he cou'd get 
anything else to do. it pictured a 
life of drudgery, with little chance 
for advancement. The ndorsement 
was laid away unused, and Bixby 
went in search of another railroad 
job. 
Got Real Start in St. Louis. 


H. M. Hoxie put him to work in 
the baggage department at the 
Houston Union Station. Hoxie 
proved a real friend—not the first 
the young man had made, but the 
first who was in a position to do 
much for him. Hoxie was one of 
a group which controlled the L. & 
G. N. and later the Texas & Pa- 
cific, and which came to have an 
important part in the manage~-ent 
of the Missouri Pacific and the 
Iron Mountain, as the present Tex- 
as line of the Missouri Pacific was 
called. 

Soon Bixby was general bihineneitenl! 
agent of the I. & G. N. He was 
married in San Antonio in 1881 to 
Miss Lillian Tuttle, formerly of 
Bolton Landing, N. Y., where in 
later years the Bixbys made their 
home.

Justice Holmes, 90, 


Grows Increasingly 
Feeble This Term 


Friends Fear He Will Not Be 
Able to Finish Present Su- 
preme Court Session. 


By the Aosociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The 
absence of Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes from the sessions of the 
Supreme Court this week has 
aroused apprehension among close 


friends that he may be unable to 
continue actively the discharge of 
his duties to the close of the pres- 
ent term of court in June. The ju- 
rist and author was 90 years old 
last March and seemingly has lost 
much vitality during the last sum- 
mer. 

Since the present term began, 
Oct. 5, it has been noticed that he 
no longer maintains his charactér- 
istically erect bearing and he has 
experienced more difficulty in 
arising from his seat on the bench. 

The increased feebleness has 
been attributed to a mild attack of 
lumbago, but while the Justice 
ras continued diligently to note 
all proceedings in court, his cus- 
tomary friendly smile has been 
absent and he has ceased to inter- 
ject flashing comment and sug- 
gestions during oral argument. 

Friends of Justice Holmes say 
he has no desire to retire, but 
plans to remain in active service 
as long as his condition will per- 
mit. 


TOTAL OF $141,282,217 TAXES 
UNPAID IN COOK COUNTY, ILL. 


Delinquency Covers Three Years; 
Situation Serious, Official at 
Chicago Says. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 29. — Treasurer 
Joseph B. McDonough announced 
last night that $141,282,217 in Cook 
County taxes stood uncollected. The 
delinquency, which sets a record in 
Cook County, is regarded by Mc- 
Donough as one of the most serious 
phases of the reassessment tax 
muddle. 

Unpaid taxes for three years— 
1927, 1928 and 1929—make up the 
delinquency. Real estate, personal 
and railroad taxes for the three 
years totaled $740,120,922. 

Due to the delay caused by the 
1928 reassessment, $410,139,262 ot 
this became payable within a pe- 
riod of 10 months and five days 
(1928 taxes were due July 10, 1930; 
1929 taxes were due May 15, 1931).

AMERICAN CLAWED TO DEATH 
IN ATTEMPT TO SHOOT LION 


Two Companions Had Camera and 
Intended to Take Picture of 
Killing of Animal. 
By the Associated Press, 
LONDON, Oct. 29.—An Exchange 
Telegraph dispatch from Dar-es-Sa- 
laam, Tanganyika, East Africa, 
today said that an American tourist 
named Heron was clawed to death 
by a lion which he was in the act 
of shooting, while two American 
companions prepared to photograph 
‘the feat. 
The first names of the men were 
not learned. The last names of 
Heron’s two companions were Peret 
and Home, the dispatch said. 
The tragedy happened on the 
Serengetti Plains. Peret and Home 
had their camera trained on Heron 
and he was about to shoot, when 
the lion charged. Heron was badly 
clawed and was rushed to a hos- 
pital, but he died later.

Twa 
serving women and a friend of hes 
family were the only mourners, 
Mrs. Reade was 78 years old. 

Through a drizzling mist thé 
three mourners followed the casket 
and attended a brief service con 
ducted by the Rev. George C. Gibbs, 
canon of the American Cathedral 
of the Holy Trinity. A large bou4 
quet of chrysanthemums from thd 
mourners was the only floral trib< 
ute. 

Mrs. Reade lived here nearly half 
a century in virtual retirement. Twa 
years ago she visited the American 
consulate and left instructions fof 
arranging her funeral. These in¢ 
structions were carried out today. 

Fisk, who had built a house for 
Josie Mansfield, his sumptuously- 
dressed and beautiful mistress, was 
shot on a staircase of the Grand 
Central Hotel in New York by 
Stokes. an oil speculator, who had 
become Fisk’s partner and had 
stolen Josie from him. 

The shooting was attributed to a 
jealous enmity that had grown u~ 
between the two men. Stokes was 
convicted of the murder and sen- 
tenced to die, but through influ- 
ences he had formed in association 
with ‘“‘Boss” Tweed he obtained a 
new trial and escaped with four 
years in prison.

Because of his interest in and 
donations to the art institutions cf 
St. Louis, Mr. Béxby was named. .2 
1921, as a member of the Coniniis- 
sion for the National Gallery of 
Art in Washington. The members 
of the Commission were chosen by 
the Board of Regents of the Smith- 
sotian Institution. 

Mr. Bixby was known as the 
friend of St. Louis artists, and the 
patron of their organizations. He 
was the largest contributor to the 
Aitists’ Guild building on Jnion 
boulevard, and he donated prizes 
for the annual competitions of ihe 
Guild. 

In June, 1928, Mr. Bixby was 
elected president of the Washing- 
ton University Corporation to suc- 
ceed Robert S. Brookings, who re- 
signed because of ill-health. Mr. 
Bixby at that time was himself in 
poor health, and the active rank- 
ing officer of the corporation was 
Charles Nagel, who was second 
vice president until Brookings’ re- 
tirement, and was then advanced 
to first vice president. In June, 
1930, he succeeded Mr. Bixby as 
president. 

He did not formaily withdraw 
from the presidency of the Art Mu- 
seum’s governing board, but for 
the past two years Louis La 
Beaume has been acting president 
of that body. 

Member of the “Dofabs” 

Mr. Bixby was probably the fore- 
most of St. Louis bibliophiles. He 
was a member of a select natioual 
club known by the name of “Do- 
fabs,” a meaningless word until it 
is explained that it was comp.3:d 
of the first letters of words.

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MARINES AR CHEF 
ES FROM INIURY 


Col. Thomas C. Turner Fatally 
Hurt When Struck on Head 
by Propeller. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29. — Col. 
Thomas C. Turner, chief of avia- 
tion in the United States Marine 
Corps, died yesterday at @ field 
hospital in Port au Prince, Haiti, 
from injuries caused Monday by @ 
whirling airplane propeller. 

He flew the plane from Wash- 
ington to Haiti, landed at Conaives 
and was stuck in the mud. Go- 
ing around to see how the ship 
could be freed, he slipped in the 
slush and the flying blade struck 
his head. 

Turner was born in 1882 at Mare 
Island, Cal., where his mother, Mrs. 
Mrs. Mary Turner, still lives. He 
had made his home in Washington 
for years, and left a widow, Mrs. 
Ethel Turner. 

He enlisted in the Marines in 
1901 and won a lieutenancy the 
mext year. By 1916 he was a Ma- 
gor and the next year was an avia- 
tor. He was attached to the army 
then, commanding the flying field 
at Illington, Tex., until after the 
war. 

Then he went to Haiti, winning 
the military medal of that coun- 
try for repulsing with ‘remarkable 
valor’ an attack of insurgents 
against the capital. In 1920 he was 
appointed officer in charge of Ma- 
rine Corps aviation. Next year he 
won the Distinguished Flying Cross 
for commanding an extended flight 
to Santo Domingo, the longest un- 
guarded land plane fight over wa- 
ter at that time. 

During succeeding years he 
gerved at various domestic marine 
stations. He commanded the air- 
craft squadrons of the corps in 
China, and in 1929 was appointed 
for the second time chief of ma- 
rine aviation. 


THREE MEN KILLED WHEN

LIFE; KILLED SHERIFF 


Insanity Defense Fails — Lad 
Shot Officer During Bur- 
glary of Grocery. 


By the Associated Press, 
ASOTIN, Wash., Oct. 293.—Hu- 


bert Niccolls, 12 years old, was 
convicted yesterday of murder for 
the killing of Sheriff John Wor- 
mell and the jury recommended 
life imprisonment. The sentence is 
made mandatory by the verdict. 
The boy sat stolidly as he heard 
the verdict. Sheriff*Wormell was 
slain when he found the boy loot- 
ing a grocery. 

The jury discarded the insanity, 
abnormality and mental irresponsi- 
bilities pleas of defense counsel. 

The defense had admitted the 
main facts of the case ,that Hubert 
had stolen a_ revolver, entered 
Peter Klaus’ store to steal tobacco 
and gum, and shot the 72-year-old 
Sheriff who searched the place. 

During the three hours and three 
minutes the jury was deliberating, 
the boy frolicked about the court 
room, laughing and joking and 
playing with spectators and court 
officials. 

The lad had been dressed in a 
new suit for the trial, and wus 


alert and smiling for two days, but , 


as the Judge gave his instructions 
and four attorneys started final ar- 
guments, lost interest and slept 
while the argument went on. 

Prosecutor E. J. Farley said in 
his plea, “I am not asking for the 
boy’s life. The question is wheth- 
er he knew the difference between 
right and wrong.” 

Defense counsel E. J. Doyle said, 
“We of society are equally guilty 
with this boy. We do not want to 
kill him. Send him to the peniten- 
tiary or an institution.” 

Defense attorney A. G. Farley de- 
scribed the sordid surroundings of 
Hubert’s life—his father insane, his 
mother poverty stricken, without 
food and clothing to care for her 
seven children, and with slight 
pleasure in their little house. 

After the verdict, the boy said: 
“Well, I’m giad it’s over, and I’m 
happy they didn’t send me to an 
insane asylum, for even smart men 
go nuts in a madhouse.” 

Superior Judge E. V. Kuyken- 
dall ordered the boy returned to 
the courtroom today to hear the 
life sentence pronounced.

Schoen- 
berger was pinned beneath the car 
and burned to death.

CHARGE AGAINST EVANGELIST 
IN JONESBORO CHURCH FEUD 


The Rev. Joe Jeffers Accused of 
Performing Marriage Ceremony 
Illegally.

JONESBORO, Ark., Oct. 29.—A 
warrant charging performance of 
an illegal marriage ceremony has 
been issued against the Rev. Joe 
Jeffers, Baptist evangelist and a 
principal in a church controversy 
here recently that grew in violence 
until troops were sent to preserve 
order. 

The warrant charges he married 
Jesse Nance, Flint, Mich., and Miss

That brought about a division in 
the congregation and finally the 
factionalism resulted in a fist fight 
at the church. Another outbreak 
occurred on the City Hall square 
the next day and Gov. Parnell then 
sent National Guardsmen, who pa- 
trolled the town until quiet was 
restored. Last Sunday night Jef- 
fers’ tent was burned under suspi- 
cious circumstances.

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HEARINGS OPENON 
MEXICO, MO, FIGHT 
FOR NATURAL GAS 


Public Service Commission 
Asked by City to Compel 
Subs itution for Artificial 
Product. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 29.— 
Hearings on a move by the City of 
Mexico, Mo., to compel the Missouri 


Power & Light Co. to substitute 
natural gas for the artificial gas 
now distributed by the company in 
Mexico was begun today before the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, with observers present from 
St. Louis, Fulton, Fayette and Mo- 
berly. 

The case involves a test of the 
power of the Commission, under 
the utility regulatory law, to order 
a public utility company to make 
such a change in its service. The 
point is raised for the first time in 
Missouri and is likely to be carried 
to the higher courts for a final de- 
cision. The observers present are 
from cities with gas problems sim- 
ilar to those of Mexico. 

The legal department of the City 
of St. Louis was authorized recent- 
ly by the Commission to intervene 
in the case, after filing a petition 
stating the city was vitally interest- 
ed in the determination of the 
question whether a city could com- 
pel a public utility to substitute 
natural gas, in whole or in part, 
for artificial gas. City Counselor 
J. T. Muench, Associate City Coun- 
selor Forrest Ferris Jr. and R. M. 
Boyle and M. H. Foyne, engineers, 
are here as observers for St. Louis. 

Company Demands Franchise. 

Mexico officials filed its petition 
asking for the substitution after 
refusing to grant a new franchise 
sought by the Missouri Power & 
Light Co. This company now fur- 
nishes Mexico with electric, water 
and gas service, but its gas fran- 
chise expired in October, 1926, and 
the company has been furnishing 
gas since that time by sufferance 
of the city. The company operates 
utilities in about 150 towns and 
communities of Missouri. 

After refusing to grant a fran- 
chise, the city made a formal de- 
mand upon the company to sub- 
stitute natural gas for artificial. 
The company replied it was willing 
to make the change if a franchise 
was granted, but refused to make 
the substitution without a fran. 
chiseé.

Co., a natural gas carrier for a 
supply of natural gas for cities and 
towns in the territory served by 
the Missouri Power & Light Co. 
The pipe line company has con- 
structed a feeder line between its 
pipe line and the city limits of 
Mexico. The city is represented by 
J. W. Buffington and former State 
Senator B. D. Rodgers of Mexico. 
The company is represented by 
Noah Simpson of Jefferson City, a 
former member of the commission, 
and W. W. Fry and former State 
Senator Frank Hollingsworth of 
Mexico. 

Another natural gas test case is 
pending before the commission, in 
which the city of Fulton seeks to 
compel the Panhandle Eastern 
‘Pipe Line Co. to furnish a supply 
of natural gas for a proposed mu- 
nicipally owned gas. distribution 
system in Fulton. The company 
refused to supply the proposed city 
system and instead sought a fran- 
chise for a subsidiary, which was 
refused. The company has chal- 
lenged the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission to regulate its operations, 
contending they come under the 
head of interstate commerce and 
are not subject to State regulation.

CITY REVENUE FROM RAIL 
DECK OF BRIDGE, $43,725 


Payments Enable Municipality to 
Pay Debt Due Lines for 
Repairs. 

Use of the railroad deck of the 
Free Bridge by the Alton & South- 
ern and Manufactuprers’ Railway 
provided a revenue of $43,725 for 
the city during the last year. ac- 
cording to Comptroller Nolte. The 
payments wiped out a debt of 
$23,631 which the city owed the 
railroads for repairs and left a 
surplus of $20,094. 

Charges paid by the Alton & 
Southern were $28,635 and by the 
Manufacturers, $15,090. Use of 
the bridge by these two iines has 
increased greatly during the year. 
The Alton & Southern paid only 
$137 in toll charger for September,

After commenting upon the 
striking shift of riders from street 
cars to other means of transporta- 
tion, 83 per cent of those going 
downtown using street cars in 1916 
as compared with 49 per cent using 
street cars and busses in 1930, the 
report gave four reasons for the 
change. 

“These were, in brief, that the 
street railway system is a “hodge- 
podge,’’ not laid out to efficiently 
serve the whole city; that exten- 
sions of tracks and service have not 
been made into newly developed 
territories; that street cars are too 
and that the cars have not 
been improved to give the comforts 
the public demands. 

Considerable discussion _resulted 
frpm the figures given in Willson’s 
report as to the low per capita 
retail sales in St. Louls. The 1930 
census gave the figure of $574 per 
capita in St. Louis in 1929 ¢om- 
pared with $637 average in 20 larg- 
est cities, and $887 in Kansas City. 

“Our deficiency is not due to 
low income,” the report stated, 
because our net income per capita 
is high, but to a lack of buyers 
from outside the city limits.” 

“I hope this fact will be widely 
disseminated,” said C. E. Williams. 
a member of the Chamber’s com- 
mittee, “so our people will realize 
the seriousness of the situation.’ 


Willson said a survey made by 
the Chamber of Commerce among 
3000° merchants in Missouri out- 
side of St. Louis and Kansas City 
brought out that a large propor- 
tion avoided St. Louis for “pick- 
up” orders because of the street 
congestion here. 

Counts of pedestrians downtown, 
it was said, disclosed that the shop- 
ping day here is largely limited to 
the hours between 11 a. m. and 3 
p. m., although in Kansas City it 
extends throughout the afternoon. 
Going home early to avoid the rush 
hour congestion was said to be re- 
sponsible for the condition here. It 
added about 15 per cent to the 
sales cost of merchants, the report 
said.

To them I would 
apply the command of Moses: 


And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart:

The chief 
concern, therefore, of those who are 
working for international peace and co- 
operation should be to foster public 
opinion for justice and the removal of 
fundamental causes which har progress 
toward disarmament, co-operation and 
prosperity. 

These words I would inscribe above the 
door of every newspaper office and above 
the door of every public auditorium. In 
a democracy there is no power but pub- 
lic opinion; and public opinion, to be ef- 
fective for good to society, must be en- 
lightened. Here, then, is the great field 
of unceasing education.

U. S. Wants Publication of Notes 
Sent by Five Nations.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The 
American Government is seeking 
full publication of the text of notes 
dispatched to Japan and China call- 
ing attention to their obligations 
under the Kellogg-Briand pact to 
renounce war and the replies re- 
ceived. 

Secretary of State Stimson has 
requested Prentiss B. Gilbert, 
American Consul-Géneral at Ge- 
neva, to request authorization to 
make them public. His inquiries 
will be directed to the five nations 
—Germany, Spain, France, Great 
Britain and Italy—which took the 
lead in invoking the pact to avert 
a threatened war in Manchuria.

made through Foreign Minister 
’ Aristide Briand of France, acting 
chairman of the Council of the 


League of Nations, through whom 
the five nations acted in calling on 
the United States and other signa- 
tories to follow their example in 
dispatching to Japan and China 
notes reminding them of their ob- 
ligations under the pact. 

At the time the American note 
was sent, officials said they had no 
objection to making public the text, 
but were refraining because the 
five countries which took the in- 
-itiative had not chosen to do so. 

The subsequent replies of Japan 
and ‘China also were kept secret 
by State Department officials on 
the ground that replies should not 
be made public when the original 
message had been kept secret. 

The Chinese note, however, was 
given out in full at the Chinese Le- 
gation here. Its tone indicated the 
American note, sent in identical 
form to Tokio and Nanking, was a 
brief but earnest communication 
recalling the pledge taken at Paris 
to renounce war as an international 
policy and settle international dis- 
putes peaceably.

SHARTEL SERVES NOTICE 
OF LICENSE PLATE SUIT 


By the Associatea Press. | 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 29.— 
Attorney-General Stratton Shartel 
has served notice on Secretary of 
State Charles U. Becker that un- 
less the contract for manufacture 
of the 1932 Missouri automobile 
license tags is awarded to the State 
prison, mandamus proceedings will 
be filed in the Supreme’ Court to 


compel the award. 

Under Missouri practice the At- 

torney-General must servé such 
a notice five days before filing the 
suit. 
“This is a test suit in order to 
have construed the statute passed 
by the Missouri Legislature giving 
the State prison a preferential right 
in bidding on the contract to man- 
ufacture automobile license plates,” 
said Shartel. “If the statute is up- 
held, a saving will accrue to the 
State road funds and, at the same 
time, a profit will be made by the 
State prison. The Legislature acted 
wisely in passing this law, in my 
opinion, and I have so held, it is 
valid and I shall make every ef- 
fort to uphold it.” 

A copy of the petition asking 
for a Supreme Court test of the 
law was served on the Secretary of 
State’s office with the notice. 

Becker recently announced the 
award of the 1932 license tag con- 
tract to the S. G. Adams Co. of St. 
Louis at a price of 13.89 cents a 
pair. The prison has made a writ- 
ten demand for the contract, offer- 
ing to make the plates for 10 cents 
a pair, which would mean a saving 
of about $25,000 to the road fund 
from which moneys the license tags 
are paid for.

It was intimated that the talk 
fi with Commission members was pre- 
é liminary; that the purpose had 
been to sound out the board on 
changes on the plan to pool the 
revenue from freight rate increases. 

The railway executives who con- 
ferred with members of the Com- 
mission were W. R. Cole, president 
of the Louisville & Nashville; H. 
A. Scandrett of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, St. Paul & Pacific; ae ae 
Pelley of the New Haven. and Al- 
fred P. Thom, counsel for the As- 
sociation of Railway Executives. 
They are members of the Advisory 
Committee of the Association. 

While the railroad men con- 
ferred, President Hoover and Sen- 
ator Couzens discussed railways 
and taxes at the White House. 
There was nothing from the chief 
executive’s office, however, to in- 
dicate the trend of the conversa- 
tion. Couzens said he was finding 
out if some of his legislative plans 
met the views of Mr. Hoover. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission last week rejected a peti- 
tion from the railroads for a 15 per 
cent freight rate increase. The Com- 
mission suggested an increase on 
all freicht bills except for farm 
products. It outlined the plan in 
detail and fixed Dec. 1 as the time 
limit for acceptance. 

The chief objections of the rich- 
er roads to the plan, it was said by 
one executive, lay in details of op- 
eration and payment of money to 


needy lines. The committee is un- 
derstood to have been directed to 
ask that the Commission amend its 
scheme so weaker lines would re- 
ceive loans from the pool instead 
of gifts.

Eczema in Infants 


HEN an infant is affecteg 
with eczema, the condition 
proves a trial to the child 
parents and physician—to the ja:_ 
ter because of the difficulties os. 
tablishing the cause of the eczema 
and in treating it successfully, 

Eczema is, in the last analysis a 
symptom rather than a disease. po. 
hind it may be any one of a num. 
ber of causes, some of which are 
ill defined. 


In the serious, that is. extensive 
and chronic forms of eczema in 
children, the proper procedure re. 
quires that the child should be tes. 
ed for sensitiveness to certain of 
the food items in its diet. 


This is, at times, a long drawn 
out test, but essentially it is sim. 
ple. 


In substance, the child’s skin ig 
scratched and into ft is placed an 
extract of the food tested. Sensi. 
tiveness to the food is indicate by 
@ red swejling which forms about 
the scratch. 


By eliminating the food or foods 
to which the child is found sensi- 
tive it is at times relieved of its 
eczema. 

A condition resembling eczema ig 
at times found on children in the 
region of the buttocks and over its 
diaper area. This condition is due 
to chafing of the skin and subse. 
quent invasion of the chafed area 
by pus-producing germs. 

Treatment requires strict clean- 
liness, thorough washing of diapers 
and protection of the affected areas 
until healing takes place. 

The affected area appears red 
and moist. It should be kept as dry 
as possible. Boric acid in the form 
of lotion, ointment or dusting pow. 
der may be used to inhibit the fur. 


ther action of bacteria. 


As a general rule, all eczema af- 


fected areas should be treated 
gently. The child should be re- 
strained from scratching them. Wa- 
ter and soap should be used but 
sparingly on the affected regions, 
which should be protected against 
injury.
